It is not unusual for a ship to have aboard fewer persons than its normal 
complement. However, it would be extraordinary for a ship to have more persons 
than a normal complement. 


Cod, each weighing five to seven kilograma, is the most comon type of fish 
caught in the areas fished by boats from the Klaipeda area. Boate from 
Klaipeda fish in three areas. One area is within five miles of Klaipeda on 

a compass bearing 220° from the port. The second is 35 miles from Mlaipeda, 
on a compass bearing 265° from the port. The third is 72 miles from Klaipeda, 
280° from the port. An average day's catch in any of these areas would be 
about 24 to 3 tons.
